I. By Ereiting Chambers of Accompts in the K jngdom, \ to re- 
turn money from PR— as Trade ſhall require.

land, Wales, cc with the conſumption of Goods transfer- 
red from place to place thronghout the Kingdom. | 

3: The Ways of tranſmitting moneys, from place to place, on ſight 
of Bills, and ballancing of Accompts. h 

4: By wayes and means to furniſh thoſe Chambers of Accompts 
with Caſh, ſufficient to anſwer, in ready moneys, all the Goods 
that ſball be:bought and fold throughout the Kingdom. 

5 - By preſuming that the Profits, ariſing from the ſaid Cham-

I. ERE there Four Grand. Chambers of. Ac- 
| -?.. , compts erected in};Lowdan, (being' the Metres 
politan Gity of the Kingdomy toanſwer.all Countys in Exe+ 
land Wales,$c. and thoſe naminated The Principal or Grand 
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Chambers of each County, or Diviſion ; and let them 
have power to fix a Petty Chambir in moſt Principal 
Towns of Trade, throughout the Kingdom, &c. Pro-? 
viding for every Principal or Grand Chamber, a difſe- 
rent Stamp ;. with Numbers to be kept in every Perry 
Chamber, 1o fixed, (as aforeſaid) placing Clerks, in each 
Chamber of London, diſtindtly for each County. And 
were all Inland Bills ſtrictly forbid, and all Gentlemez, 
and Chapmen, Carriers, and Hagghkrs, Prohibited from 
Travelling with any Sum or Sums of money (more than 
to Defray their Travelling Charges :) But ſo often as oc- 
caſton offers, let each, and every Per/on, pay fuch grea 
ger Sums of money into any of the Chambers, from 
whence it may be Remitred to any place, as deſired, 
with as great Expedition as the Gemeral Poſt can reach 
it : The Party having his money fo Remytred, paying 
for the ſame Three Pence per Pownd; or ſomething .more 
-or leſs, according 'te the diſtance of Place from whence 
it ſhall be ſo Remirted. 

2. IT is ſuppoſed (by common Computation) that 
there are Szz> Milhions of people in the. Kingdom . of 
England, Dominion of Wales, &c. (which if fo) they 
cannot ſubſiſt, one with another, for lefs. Cherge, in 
Meat, Drink, and hn than Seves Pounds per 4n- 
zum each perſon, which amounts to Forty Two Mu!;- 
-exs Ycarly expended in the way of Trade. and. Comm 
ameree ; which at. Three Pence per Pound, my 
for ſuch Returns, or Tranſmittavces Of money, as afore- 
Jaid, amounts to the 'Sum of Five Hundred Twenty Five 
Thouſand Pounds per Annum, beſides the large Sums that 
-are expended 'in a Year for Howſhold' Goods, Plate, Jew- 
ets, &c. I Note, What is Conſumed in the Year muſt 
be the Gain of Trade; the Rerarns are infinitely more.

3. SUPPOSE a Merchant, or any other Tra- 
der, or Deafer, fells his Goods, Carte, or Wares, in any 
r of the-Kingdom, &c. . receiving his moneys for the 
me, being the Sum of a Thouſand pounds, more or 
leſs; he or they paying ſuch ſum or fums into the 
Chamber next adjoyning, may have it remitted to any 
part, without running any Hazard; the perſon recei- 
ving the ſame, diſcounting Three Pexce per pound, more 
or leſs, according to the diſtance of place : And u 
yment of his -ozezs into the ſaid Chamber, he 
eceive a Bill of Return indented ; the Office or Cham- 
ber Biling another of the ſame Dare ; and a third ſo a- 
greeing with the two former, ſhall be ſent tothe place, 
where he intends to receive the ſame, with advice to 
pay it to the ſaid Party, or his Order, upon the 
fight of the Party's Billſo mentioned, making ſuch pay- 
ment in. good Currant Coin of Exgl/and ; and upon 
payment thereof, to give his Receipt, indorſed upon the 
faid Bill, for ſo much. Moneys, as the ſaid Bill expreſſes 
to be due: By which means every Petty Chamber may { 
be able to adjuſt his Accomps with the Gravd Cham- 
bers of London, as often as they ſhall be required to 
do the fame. ' 
4+ AS to the Furniſhing the faid Chambers 
with Caſb ſufficient to anſwer ſuch Ends, I preſume 
the moneys Collefed for the KIN G's Taxes ; The Excoſe, 
and other woreys already Charged, and to be Charged, 
by A# of Parliament, with Moneys payable for all man- 
ner of Goods or Commodities through the Kingdom in 
parts remote ; being paid into the ſaid Chambers, in each 
Town or County, as aforeſaid, in. order to be Remitted 
to other parts of the Kingdom ; may (as I humbly 
conceive) anſwer the ENDS Propoſed, with all Ob- 
jeQions that ſhall be made 2ga it ; only — 
2 etty 
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Petty Chapmen, who ſhall Travel the 'Country” for ſvme 
Miles, to lay. out.'moneys. in order to 'buy up Goods,; as 
Wooll,: &c. buying two or three Tod'in one-/place,: and 
three or four in another, where they-can-meet with them : 
For it is not to be imagined, ſuch Chagmes as theſe:ſhall 
have their moneys remitted, by reaſon; of (the great un- 
certainty. in what place:they ſhall-buy: their Goods :+ But 
my: meaning, is, "That. ſuch Perſons, who- bring their 
Goods to a certain Town or Market, ſelling - them for 
conſiaerable ſims ; and {uch Perſons, who ſhall carry in 
their 2exegs to a Market or Fair to Buy with. (As for 
Example.) A Perfon living at Exeter, or any orhet place, 
hearing of a: parcel of -Woolt to be {old at Northamp- 
.f02, Or any other place Crols the Country, though tar 
remote ; The ſaid Party, paying , the moneys he 'in- 
tends to lay out, into the Chamber of the Town afore- 
ſaid, the Clerk of that Chamber, ſending up the Advite- 
Tndenture, 'to the :/proper Clerk of: the i{aid County, (he 
Aball Remit the moneys to the Chamber of the ſaid Towy, 
with as much expedition, - as the Poſt: can make : And 
in like manner, may all Gentlemens Rents, or moneys 
For Portions, and Purchaſes be tranſmitted. throughout 
the Kingdom. For if any perſon ſhall advextare. to Tra- 
wel with Sums of monty, after having ſuch -convenren- 
<ies provided for their {o ſafe.and eaſy ways of Remit- 
:Faxces, T Judge the Country ought not to be Liable to 
make good what ſhall be ſoloſt by Robberiesatterfuch Bold 
-and Daring Adventures. And they may;Feep anexact Bat- 
ilance on all occaſions, in all places, and at all times 
«throughout the Kingdom ; by which means each Town 
may - have :a Bank - of morey by them, which, (as I 
-*Conceive) will be mo ſmall Izecreaſe 1of Riches through- 
out the Kingdom;caufing all manyfaaries.toflouryh much 
-more than hitherto they have done, the failure of which is 
thought

thought to be for want of Richove among them, which has 
-occalioned many Country people to try their Fortunes in 
London, where money is more plenty, which hath much de- 
populated the Country, thereby dammif5ing very much both 
Gentlemens Eſtates, and done great injury toall Manufac- 
turies. | 

FURTHER, There are ſeveral principal Towns ani! 
places of Trade ; as Exeter, Norwich, Colcheſter, Hull, 
Leeds, &c. wherein the Goods- are bought by the In- 
habitants of the faid places, and there vended ; which 
moneys, 'with the Kyzngs Revenues, being paid into the 
Bank of the faid places, muſt inevitably be” equivolent 
to the manufuttures made in the laid Towns, and ven- 
ded elſe-where : For ſuppoſe each of thoſe do -wvexd and 
make great quantities of Woollen manufaturies, being the 
Stable Commodities of the Kingdom, the more they- make 
the better, being the greater awmber of People -muſt be 
imployed therein; And we tind by expericxce, Thar(by 
the Wiſdom and Providence of G O D) Noblemen, Gentle- 
men, Shopkeepers, Merchants, &c. are ſo promiſcuouſly 
intermixed in Towns and: Villages among Handicrafts, 
"being ſubſervient one to another, as- different members 
of one and the ſame body ; and ſuppoſing there are 
Twenty or Thirty Thouſand . Souls in each Town or 
place ; Theſe muſt -all be Fed. and Cloathed, with all 
things according to their {everal Ranks and Qualities ; 
and, by conſequence, muſt Trade in Linnen, Woolley; Silk, 
'&c, and in all Grocery Wares, Wine, Cyl, Tobasco, - tron, 
Lead, Tin, Copper, Glaſs, &c. and inall ſorts of Grain, 
Cattle, Fruits, Dyes, and Druegs, without which, no 
place can well fubſiſlt, Now let the 'Traders : of the ſaid 
Towns, and Villages nigh acjacent, pay intothe-Banks of 
the ſaid places, all the woreys which ſhall become due in 
Parts remote, for the Goods wexded by them : The prime 
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coft of all ſuch Goods conſumed, together with the Money 
Collefcd for Exciſe, the Lavd Tax,and Cuſtoms,being paid 
into the next Chamber, or Bank, in or nigh the place, 
muſt make a ſufficient Fund of Money in all the Banks 
of each County, Town, or City, to an{wer all Goods and 
ManufaCtories that ſhall come out of the Countries, being 
the prume Colt of zateria/s are allowed for : But if any 
Merchant or Dealer ſuppoſe the Manufaftures made in 
the Countries, and ſent abroad, are of greater value than 
the prime Coeſt of Goods, that are bought and conſumed 
in the Countrys.; I beg to know how it happens, That 
ſuch Town, or County has not gain'd the greateſt part 
of the Kingdoms Wealth ; which, if any perſon ſatisfies me 
in, I ſhall look upon all my pains, and ſerious thoughts, 
about this Praje#, to be vain imaginations, and ſhall deſiſt 
further to urgett. 

AND {ſo ſoon as the KING's Mopey ſhall be paid 
into any of the ſaid Chambers in the Country, it 
may 'be drawn off here from the Chief Chambers in 
Lowdown, at the pleaſure of the Lords of the Treaſury : 
Which will occaſion the Paying in of the Kings Re- 
wenwes into the Exchequer with more Expedition by the 
Sub-Colleftors, being the firſt Charge laid upon the 
Moneys given His Majeſty, which will ſave the Govern- 
went 100000 7. per Annum. lo much and more being 
now paid far Collef#ing; going through fo many 
Hands. FR 

5s. I Humbly Conceive it may be highly im- 
proved, in like manner as the Poft-Office has been ſince 
the firſt Eftebliſbment thereof, which will conduce much 
to the Good of Trace, both in City and Country: For 
if 4. B. or C. ſuffer for not having Returns of M-ney, 
according to expeQation or debire, certainly the great- 
er part of the ,4/phabet muſt ſenſibly Feel xt one way 


or 
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or other. But this Method being taken, it muſt, by 
conſequence, leſſen the Intereſt of money, highly advanee 
Lands, increaſe the Tnacome of the General Poft-Office ; I 
preſume by modeſt Computation, it wilt add a Third 
part, more to the Incomes of the fame. | 

This I hvmbly conceive (it approved on by Z#s 
Mijefty, and the Honourable Honſes of Parliament) may 
be worth Five. hundred ay pounds, per Anmmr. or 
more, without hurting the Swhje#; paying no more for 
their Retwrns of Money, than they commonly now do 
upon accaſion of ſuch Rerwns by Carriers, or other- 
wiſe. Therefore the Terms in my Propoſitions being ſo 
eaſy (and the Service of ſo great ce) I hope no 
Man can rationally Grudge at it, obtaining ſo great 
a Benefit by it; For I clearly conceive, both Cz#y and 
Country will Improve and Encourage ſuch an Eftabliſh- 
ment, as ſhall make Moreys Circulate upon all Occafgons 
to their great advantage. 

AND this being Propoſed for the Publick Goed, 1 
hope it will not be Poſfpon'd, but rather meet with 
that Excouragement from = Government, as may ren- 
der it Uſeful for the Matter intended ; which will not 
only be a Great Bexefit, but alſo a Great Honey to the 
Kingdom. AndT hope the Objed:ons that may be raiſed a- 
gainſt my he + are {0 Rationally Anſwered, as with 
Eaſe to be underſtood ; relating to the Advance of Frade; 
the Improvement of Eſtates; the fafe and quick Tran- 
{mittances of Rents ; the Benefit aecrewing to the Poſt« 
Office: And in Removing of the Cauſe, it will moſt 
EffeQtually be the preventing of Robberies by High- 


way Men.

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& Note, 1T is allowed, by moſt men of Deallings, that 
the Conſumption of this ,City,,. within the Weekly Bills 
of Mortallity, s vaſtly Great.  The-Number of Black Cat- 
tle Conſumed per Week, Computed about Three Thouſand ; 
Calves, Sheep, Lambs, and Hoggs, «bout Thirty Thou- 
fand ; the walue of all forts of Grain not to be Known, 
beſides the waſt Quantities Lf Woollens that are bought 
from the Coantreys : From. all which, *tis plain, there may 
be One Hundred Thouſand Pornds ſaved to the Govern- 
ment, ly drawing pf the Kings Revenues and Taxes; (as 
aforeſaid) which will more than defray the Charge of ſuch 
an Advantageons Settlement, and the Kingdom will become 
4s one imtire Trading Boay.
